Crowing Power 


Of Western Canada 


A recent Ottawa dispatch reveals 
the fact that, according to official es- 
timates, Quebec continues to outstrip 
Ontario in increase in population and 
is steadily closing up the gap between 
the two provinces in point of numbers 
of people. This is a development 
which has been in progress for some 
years now, with the result that On- 
tario is gradually losing that. prepon- 
derance of political power 
once enjoyed at Ottawa, 


which it 


As is well known, the basis of rep- 
resentation of the provinces in the 
House of Cominons is fixed by the 
British North America Act, which 
provides that Quebee shall always} 
have 65 membe and of the 
other provinces such a number as wil 
give the same proportion of repre- 
sentatives population the 
number 65 bears to the population of 
Quebee,_and it is also provided that | 
following cach decennial census a re- 
distribution of representation shall 
take place on the basis of the popula- 
tion thus 

Prior to the census of 1901 the unit 
of representation for all Canada was 
22,900,—that is, each group of 22,900; 
people was entitled to a member at 
Ottawa. This gave Ontario 92 mem 
bers to Quebec’s 65, a difference of 27.

Plan Opening of 


And the Government 


Sir Alfred Smithers Convening Meet- 


ing to Ratify the Agreement 

London, — Sir Alfred Smithers, 
chairman of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway, is convening a mecting of 
Shareholders for the 19th instant to 
ratify the agreement between his com- 
pany and the Canadian Government. 
He has isstied a circular stating that 
the board of directors, after long and 
anxious consideration, unhesitatingly 
advises acceptance of the agreemént, 
The circular says: 

“The state of railway finance and 
working brought about by the war 
shows features common to the United 
States, Great Britain and Canada, but 
the United States saved shareholders 
from loss by guarantecing the com- 
panies an average income for three 
years. The British Government at the 
‘beginning of the war, saved the Brit- 
ish shareholders by guaranteeing the 
income for 1914, but no such assist- 
ance was given by the Canadian Goy- 
ernment to Canadian railways. 

“All through the negotiations the 
Canadian Government pressed the 
liabilities of the Grand Trunk, for the 
Grand Trunk Pacific was the chief 
reason for acquiring the Grand 
Trunk on very moderate terms, It 
can be at once stated that, leaving 
out all other considerations, the in- 
crease of expenses, without an ade- 
quate increase of rates, has greatly 
aggravated the Grand Trunk Pacific 
position in relation to the Grand 
Trunk, When the Government of Can- 
ada becomes the owner of the great 
System that it’ will have when it ac- 
quires the Grand Trunk system, it can 
speedily bring such readjustment of 
tates into being as will permit of a 
fair return on the capital invested. 
The whole cause of the present diffi- 
culties of the Grand Trunk is its be- 
ing required to carry on an ever-in- 
creasing business under the present 
phenomenal operating costs, without 
a corresponding increase in its rates, 
and that condition cannot be altered 
until the railway commission will al- 
low an adequate increase,” 


Help For Vienna Children 


Italian Trains Arrive to Take Away 
Those in Need for Remainder 
of Winter 

Vienna—An Italian train has just 
arrived to take 2,500 children of Vi- 
enna to Milan for the remainder of 
the winter, The train brought several 
carloads of badly needed Red Cross 
supplies, 

The departure of these children 
completes the tenth consignment sent 
to Italian towns to recuperate, 

Virtually all the towns of Northern 
Italy have expressed willingness to 
reccive some of the children into 
families there free of charge. Only 
lack of transportation facilities pre- 
vents a wholesale exodus of children 
from Vienna to Italy. 

Thousands of children, too feeble 
to undertake the long journey, have 
been gathered in hospitals, where 
they will benefit greatly by the medi- 
cal supplies just arrived, 


Condemns Present Dental System 

Chicago.—The American Academy 
of Dental Science condemned _ gold 
crowns on teeth as unsanitary and 
productive of diseases, The organiz- 
ation also condemned the removal of 
nerves from decayed teeth prepara- 
tory to filling, 

One delegate declared the present 
methods of extracting teeth needed 
to be changed, Extractions in cases of 
persons over 20 years of age should 
be made in hospitals with the same 
treatment accorded other operations, 
he said, 


Saw Socialist Spit on Flag 

Albany,—A sensation was sprung at 
the trial of five suspended Socialist 
assemblymen here, when Ellen B.

New Parliament 


To Build Official War 
Memorial for Canada 


Will Take Form of Museum, Which 
Will Likely Be Located 
at Ottawa 

Ottawa—Canada’s official war s1e- 
morial will take the form of a mu- 
seum, which probably will be erected 
in Ottawa, in which will be housed 
the war trophies belonging to the 
Canadian forces, At a meeting held 
here, resolutions were adopted unani- 
mously recommending that there be 
built for this purpose “a monumental 
muscum containing such other ele- 
ments as may be necessary to give 
full expression to national feeling, 
and as an expression of the sacrifice 
of the dead and the greatness of our 
national effort.” 

The architect for the memorial will 
be chosen in a competition open to 
Canadian architects, and the working 
out of the project is placed in the 
hands of a commission composed of 
three delegates from cach of the fol- 
lowing bodies: The Great War Vet- 
erans’ association, the Royal Society 
of Canada, the Royal Architectural 
Institute of Canada, the Royal Acad- 
emy, and the Town Planning Insti- 
tute of Canada, and the chairman of 
the Advisory Arts Council. 

The name of the commission will 
be the “National- Memorial Commis- 
sion,” 

Its members will serve without re- 
muneration, 


India’s Industrial 
Development 


Lord Chelmsford Outlines Plan Be- 
fore the Opening of the 
Legislature 
Delhi, India—In opening the leg- 
islative council, the Viceroy, Lord 
Chelmsford, outlined the steps which 
were being taken to cnable the gov- 
ernment to play an active part in the 
industrial development of the country. 
He stated that the Secretary of State 
for India had sanctioned the creation 
of a central authority with a view to 


establishing co-operation with the 
provincial governments, also the 
establishment of scientific services 


and the institution of a system for 
the purchase of government stores, 

A committee, he said had been ap- 
pointed to advise upon the organi- 
zation of chemical services, and to 
deal with raw materials under the 
chairmanship of Dr, Jocelyn Field 
Thorpe, the eminent English chemist. 
Another committee had been appoint- 
ed to scrutinize government indents, 
with a view to thelr execution in 
India. 

The munitions board would work 
out the remainder of the industrial 
comunission’s specific proposals, thus 
laying the foundation of a new de- 
partment of industries, 


Buildings Soon 


Ottawa.—The ceremony of the fora 
mal opening of-parliament in the new 
buildings will take place on February 
26 in the Commons chamber, This 
has been decided upon by the cabinet, 
and arrangement of the details has 
been carried out. The Commons 
Chamber will be ready for occupation 
by that time, it is stated, but the 
Senate chamber will not be ready this 
year. Therefore, the Senate will first 
meet in the Commons chamber, while 
the Commons will meet in the rail- 
way committee room, which is later 
to be used by the Senate while the 
upper chamber is waiting for the coin- 
pletion of its permanent quarters, 

On recciving the summons from 
the gentleman usher of the Black 
Rod, the members of the House of 
Commons will go from the railway 
committee room to the Commons 
chamber, ‘There the senators will be 
in waiting, and there the formal open-- 
ing ceremony will take place and the 
speech from the throne will be deliv- 
ered, 

Afterwards the Senate will vacate 
the chamber and the members of the 
lower house will take their places. 

Following the formal opening, 
their excellencies the Governor-Gen- 
eral and the Duchess of Devonshire 
will hold a reception between the 
hours of 4.30 and 5 o'clock. 

Although only certain parts of the 


building will be completed in time 
for the formal opening, it was 
thought by the cabinet that there 


should be some formality attached to 
the opening of the first session in 
the new buildings, and it was, there- 
fore, arranged as outlined, 

Most of the members’ and sena- 
tors’ rooms are alrcady completed, 
and some of the officials of the House 
are already having their effects moved 
into the new quarters. : 

Sir George Foster, acting premier, 
stated that there was no doubt that 
the building would be sufficiently 
completed to allow of the opening

ther delay. In the meantime, all ef- 
forts are being turned to completing 
the essential portions of the building. 
While parliament will mect almost

Berlin.—Baron Von Kurt Lersner’s 
refusal to accept the allied note re- 
garding the extradition of accused 
Germans was not in accordance with 
instructions he had received “from 
Berlin, The German government had 
requested him to receive it, but he 
asked by telegraph for permission to 
retire and his resignation was imme- 
diately accepted, 

Baron Von Lersner, it is explained, 
was relieved at his own request, The 
note of the entente concerning the 
surrender of accused Germans was 
handed Baron Von Lersner on Tues- 
day, and the German representative, 
although he received last formal in- 
structions simply to transmit it to the 
minister of foreign affairs, returned it 
to Premicr Millerand, declaring his 
conscience would not permit him to 
be a participant in the surrender of 
Germans to the allies. 

Von Lersner demanded that he be 
relieved from his functions and his 
reqyest was immediately granted.

Letter From Mid-Ocean| Correspondence 


Appended is a letter from our 
friend, Capt. B. Shaw, written mid- 
ocean, who will be absent in England 
for three months, and wishes to ex- 
press his appreciation to all those 
whom he met during his western vis- 
it. He has promised The Call to sup- 
ply our readers with periodical let- 
ters of his impressions of things 
across the pond, 

Atlantic Ocean, 
En route, Jan, 2, 1920, 
Editor Gleichen Call. 

Sir:—On my recent arrival in New 
York from Montreal I met a friend 
of mine from Calgary, whence I had 
lately returned. During the conver. 
sation I inquired whether he ever 
had occasion to visit a delectable 
spot about fifty miles south-east of 
his town, known to a limited number 
of Albertans as “Queenstown,” and 
probably unknown elsewhere, except 
where I happen to ‘be, and, of course, 
in Ireland, by name only, His colos- 
sal geographical ignorance was obvi- 
ous when he solemnly declared he was 
unaware of its existence, 

I staggered, unable to conceive such 
a deficiency of knowledge, His em: 
barrassment was intense; however, 
he quickly grasped the gravity of the 
situation in which he discovered him- 
self and not reluctantly listened to my 
elucidations: 

“There are a few incidents, a few 
traits of character, which have an 
emphasis in one’s memory out of all 
proportion to their apparent signifi- 
cance, 

“MY firet introduction to Western 
environment was beyond expectations. 
I was struck by an air of hospitality, 
devoid of that repulsive insincerity 
which one frequently finds in Eastern 
Canada, of which I am a native. 

“The marked courtesy of the Glei- 
chen postmaster, also Messrs, Hurley 
and Taylor, favourably impressed me, 
and likewise their views on prohibi- 
tion, though I am a teetotaler, 

“Miss Hanson's ‘telephonic’ expres. 
sions were also observed, 

“My journey to Queenstown by Ford 
locomotion (comments restrained) 
appealed to me as a citizen, Passing 
into a delicate realm of sunshine over 
a vast, slightly undulating prairie, 
free from the intrusion of city de- 
formities, and to suddenly find your 
radiator (the Ford’s) frozen and a 
‘forty-below’ wind, produces emo- 
tions of pleasure and intense aggra- 
vation, respectively, But it is the 
quality of the air, the stillness, that 
subtle something, and the absence of 
the artificial existence which appeals 
to one, 


“Stopping momentarily at the im. 
maculate home of Mr, Norman G, 
Hall, Milo, I was effeotively ‘thawed 
out,’ Here, again, I found the most 
gratifying coutresy, : 

‘Ultimately arriving at the comfort. 
able home of Mr, John King-Smith, 
Queensiown, I was suddenly initiated 
into an indefinable atmosphere of in- 
genuous hospitality which command. 
ed my highest admiration,” 

“But,” said my friend on ‘waking, 
“we have not all met the inepiring 
Queenstown lady or are we likely to; 
so that Queensiown idealism 1s, there- 
fore, universally impracticable,” He 
raved on, “Cluny, for instance, is a 
Place at which travellers frequently 
stop, and—"” But just then I decided 
to leave him. “Onus probandi.”

‘New Decision on Status of Aliens 

The Appeal Court in London has 
given an important decision on the 
status of an alien under the laws of 
the empire. The appellant was Hen-! 
rich Herman Markwald, who was 
born in Germany, and settled in Aus- 
tralia in 1908, He obtained a certi- 
ficate of naturalization and went to 
England at the outbreak of the war, 
and was required to register as an 
alien under the Aliens Registration 
Act. Re refused and was prosecuted 
and convicted by a magistrate, On 
appeal, the divisional court upheld the 
conviction, The appeal court held 
that the appellant had not ceased to 
be an alien in London by virtue of 
his Australian certificate of natural- 
ization and dismissed the appeal,

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Seals Appear on 
English Coast 


Said to Be One of the Results of the 
War 


The appearance of the seal on the 
east coast of England, like the great 
increase of fish in the North Sea, is 
one of the results of the war, No 
doubt one cause is the fact that they 
are under the protection of the Local 
Government Board. Four different 
sorts of seals are found on British 
coasts, One is apt to think of seals 
in connection with ice floes, but the 
common seal has no use for ice. It is 
always to be seen upon sandbanks or 
beaches, and ranges as far south as 
the Mediterrancan, This sort has no 
fur, but its skin is covered with hair, 
while its flesh is quite good to eat. 
The Harp Seal--so-called from the 
dark harp-shaped mark on its back—- 
is a larger animal, being as much as 
nine feet long. It has been seen 
lately on various parts of the British 
coast, So, too, has the Ringed Scal, 
a small species which is very com- 
mon in Green!and. The finest of all 
British seals is the Great Bearded 
Seal, The bulls are often as much as 
ten feet in length and of immense 
weight, All the scals are terrible de- 
stroyers of fish, especially of salmon. 
Consequently they are not popular 
with fishermen, On Danish coasts a 
reward is paid for their destruction, 
and they are being killed at the rate 
of a thousand a year. 


Usefulness of Trees 


By Being Themselves Are Performing 
Great Service to the 
World 

Not all people are aware that the 
trees by merely being themselves are 
performing a great service to the 
world. In the first place they purify 
the atmosphere by extracting the car- 
bon from the air, and in addition they 
act as an attraction to the rain and 
conserve it when it falls, The great 
forest areas absorb the heat of the 
sun, and send up currents of cool air 
which force the clouds to descend and 
precipitate a part of their precious 
burden. The rain soaks into the deep 
layers of decaying vegetable matter 
on the forest floor, from which it 
seeps slowly into the water_channels 
of the surrounding country, instead 
of rushing off in a destructive torrent. 
It is obvious, then, if a forest is cut 
down or destroyed by fire, that the 
hot currents of air rising from the 
bare, sun-parched land will tend to 
drive away the rain clouds and dis- 
seminate their moisture, thus perhaps 
converting a fertile territory into a 
desert. For this reason afforestation 
is an international question.—Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, 


Extend Moratorium 


Saskatchewan Lengthens Life of Act 
to 1921 

The moratorium powers of the pro- 
vincial government have been extend- 
ed by the Saskatchewan 
until February, 1921, A moratorium 
act was passed by the Saskatchewan 
legislature in 1914, but the govern- 
ment did not put into effect an abso- 
lute moratorium, as was done in some 
provinces and countries. The exist- 
ence of the act, however, enabled the 
government to relieve conditions in 
certain sections of the province, 
where there was a failure, or a part 
failure, of crops by negotiation with 
mortgage companies and other con- 
cerns, and the work of mediation be- 
tween debtor and creditor is still be- 
ing carried on by the Department of 
Agriculture, Strong pressure was

Cornell Professor Sees No Chance of 
Sudden Decline in Cost of 
Living 

That although the pre-war level of 
prices might never again be reached, 
a considerable drop in five to fifteen 
years is probable, is the opinion of 
Prof. G. F. Warren, of Cornell Uni- 
versity, expressed before the conven- 
tion of the Manitoba Rural Credits 
Societics at Winnipeg. Those who 
looked for an immediate drop in the 
cost of living were doomed to disap- 
pointment. One of the numerous be- 
liefs as to why prices were high was 
the fixed price for wheat. The price 
of wheat was reduced by the fixed 
price, so that in the beginning the 
fixed price was certainly not the cause 
of high prices, 

“Profitecring” Prof. Warren spoke: 
of as a result rather than a cause of 
high prices, Discussing the question, 
“How long will prices be high?” the 
professor said the popular idea as ex- 
pressed by most newspapers was that 
prices should fall at once when fight- 
ing stopped. Much surprise and im- 
patience was expressed because prices 
did not drop, Now the tendency 
seemed to be to believe that prices 
will never fall, and that everyone 
should proceed as if present prices 
were going to continue forever. Some 
able economists hold this view, 

“I believe, however,” declared the 
professor, “that the majority of the 
students of priccs will agree with my 
conclusion, expressed as follows: 
Since inflation is the primary cause 
of high prices, and shortage of goods 
the major secondary cause, prices may 
be expected to fall as the inflation de- 
creases and the shortage of goods is 
supplied.”
